“Arrived at Ponce from Guanica with 
Massachusetts and Cincinnati, Gen.

PORT OF PONCE, Porto Rico, via 
tne Island of St. Thomas, D. W. L., July 
28.—The port of Ponce, surrendered to 
Commander C. H. Davis of the auxil- 
iary gunboat Dixie. There was no re- 
sistance and the Americans were wel- 
comed with enthusiasm. Maj.-Gen. 
Miles arrived here this morning at day- 
light with Gen. Ernest’s brigade and 
Gen. Wilson's division on board trans- 
ports. Gen. Ernest’s brigade immedi- 
ately started for the town of Ponce, 
three miles inland, which capitulated 
this afternoon. The Arnerican troops 
are pushing toward the mountains and 
will join Gen. Henry with ‘his bri- 
gade at Yauco, which has been cap- 
tured by our troops. 

A fight before the latter place Tues- 
last was won by the American vol- 
unteers. The Spaniards ambushed 
eight companies of the Sixth Massachu- 
setts and Sixth Lilinois regiments, but 
the enemy wes repulsed and driven 
back, a mife to the ridge where the 
Spanish cavalry charged and awvere 
routed by our infantry. Gen. Gar- 
retson led the fight with the men from 
Illinois and Massachusetts, and the en- 
emy retreated to Yauco, leaving four 
dead on the field and several wounded. 
None of our men were killed and only 
three were slightly wounded. The 
wounded are:

WASHINGTON, July 29.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] When the terms of the 
United States in reply to the note. from 
Spain afe made public, they are likely 
to be a genuine surprise. The note 
upon Which President McKiniey and 
his Capinet spent nearly the entire 
day is practically complete, and it is 
safe to say that it is wholly different 


from any of the cock-sure predic- 
tions that have been made concern- 
ing it. 


The Times correspondent is not in a 
position to say exactly what the note 
will be, but this rough outline of it 
was secured from a member of the 
Cabinet this evening: 

“Spain will be notified through the 
French Ambassador that if she will 
withdraw, or signify the willingness 
to withdraw all of her forces from the 
West Indies, and cede all of her pos- 
sessions in the West Indies, including 
Cuba, Porto Rico and the § several 
small islands that she controls in the 
vicinity to the United States, an ar- 
mistice will be entered into the 
negotiation of terms of peace.” 

That reply, it will be seen, does not 
propose terms of peace, but does pro- 
pose terms upon which peace negotia- 


for 


tions may be entered into. It says 
nothing about the Philippines, the La- 
drones or the Caroline Islands. leay- 


ing those questions, which deeply con- 
cern our national policy, to the fu- 
ture. At the same time, by giving 
this answer the United States makes 
sure that Spain's flag will be with- 
drawn entirely from the West Indies, 
where it has been a menace to us for 
years, and the edministration exacts 
this as the first move toward peace ne- 
gotiations. 

President McKinley is proceeding 
upon the assumption that Spain and 
all of her European neighbors realize 
that her colonial possessions are gone 
from her for good, and he anticipates 
no threat of intervention on the part 
of any European power, on account of 
the harshness of the preliminary 
terms. The President believes that 
Spain must be made to feel her hu- 
miliated condition before negotiations 
are entered into with her, else it would 
be impossible to negotiate in any sat- 
isfactory manner. Sait has been de- 
cided that she must pay a price for 
even the promise of peace.

deed, there is little reason to doubt that 
an agreement has been reached on all 
substantial points at issue, and what 
remains to be done tomorrow is rather 
to smooth away inequmlities and ad- 
just some very minor points of differ- 
ence before making the ansWer expected 
by M. Cambon. 

The point under discussion during the 
greater part of the meeting was what 
disposition should be made of the 
Philippines. On the other issues, unan- 
imity developed, There was to be in- 


dependence demanded for Cuba; Porto 
Rico was to be ceded to the United 
States, coaline stations were to be 


acquired at Guam in the Ladrone Isl- 
ands and one in the Caroline Islands, 

These propositions were disposed of 
quickly. but when it came to the Phil- 
ippines, some diversity of opinion was 
revealed. As near as can be gathered, 
this did not relate mainly to the re- 
tention of the islands, for on that 
proposition a majority of the Cabinet 
Was speedily recorded in the negative. 
But accepting the broad proposition 
that Spain was to be allowéd to keep 
these other questions of 
importance developed, and it was felt 
that these must be answered definitely 
before the subject could be disposed of. 

There Was no question as to the 
propriety of demanding the coaling sta- 
tion in the Philippines, and while there 
reasonally might be a difference of 
opinion as to the location and extent of 
this station, little difficulty was ex- 
pected to be encountered in solving 
that problem, because the matter could 
be referred to the navy board, who are 
competent to deal with the subject. 
The perplexing problem wad what form 
of government should be instituted in 
the Philippines, and what should be 
the nature of the guarantee required of 
Spain that the new government should 
be liberal and autonomous in character. 
These questions, hinged on the pri- 
mary decision to interfere at all in 
prescribing a change in the conditions 
in the Philippines. 

Some members of the Cabinet felt 
that the insurgents under Aguinaldo 
have acted independently of the United 
States from the very beginning of the 
insurrectionary movement, and, having 
lately shown a disposition to make 
trouble for us, had no moral claim 
upon the United States in the settle- 
ment of terms of peace. On the other 
hand, it was urged that our govern- 
ment should lose no opportunity to ex- 
tend its principles throughout’ the 
world, and that this would be done best 
in the present cose by requiring Spain 
to extend genuine autonomy to the 
Philippines. It was upon just such 
points as this that the discussion pro- 
ceeded all day. 

NO INTERFERENCE. 

A point which was quickly cstablished 
was that there snvuld be no reference 
of any phase of the question of the dis- 
position of the islands to any concert 
of or individual action by outside pow- 
ers. Another point that was settled, 
though there was no formal action in 
it, was that no protest against the 
continuance of military or naval opera. 
tions pending the peace negotiations 
would avail in the slightest: that there 
would be no armistice: no suspension 
of operations, nor any modification 
whatever of present plans until the 
Spanish government hed agreed to the 
lerms proposed.

There has been no de- 
cision respecting the future of these isl- 
ands, but it is probable that the an- 
swer of the President will express the 
Willingness of this government to leave 
the matter of the future government of 
the Philippines entirely in the hands of 
a joint commission to be appointed by 
this government and the government of 
Spain. Whe probability is that the 
United States will insist upon a guaran- 
tee of certain reforms of government in 
the Philippines. Our answer will make 
no mention of the money indemnity. 
Neither will there be any armistice at 
all. The answer will be in the nature 
of an ultimatum, and if Spain does not 
accept it she will fare worse in the fu- 
ture, 

The note from Spain, it is said, was 
a Nery adroit and equivocal document, 
implying that the only. question in- 
volved was Cuba. Apparently Spain 
might not really have intended getting 
a direct answer from us, but only to 
open diplomatic correspondence. This 
sovernment will not have any such cor- 
respondence, but will make a straight- 
forward statement of its present ‘peace 
terms for Spain’s acceptance or rejec- 
tion, naming conditions that, under the 
circumstances, are reasonable anj even 


generous, 

The Cabinet also decided that 
ish sovereignty in the entire Ca 4 
and West Indies must be utte : 
moved, This means that not “Snfy 
must Porto Rico and Cuba be felin- 
quished, but that the Spanish flag 
must be taken down on every one of 
the numerous small islands in the 
hemisphere. This is in accord with 
a sentiment that has been growing 
some weeks. 

Two other propositions also were 
disposed of. The indebtedness as- 
sumed by Spain and charged against 
both the island of Cuba and 
Porto Rico will not be  as- 
sumed by this government, and more- 
over, commercial treaties now exist- 
ing between these islands and other 
portions of Spanish domain will be in- 
validated by the transfer of author- 
ity, the Cabinet having decided not 
to recognize them. 

With respect to the proposition to 
require Spain to grant an autonomous 
form of government to the Philip- 
pines in the event that she is allowed 
to retain those islands, it is surgested 
that: Ijttle opposition can be expected 
from Spain. It has been reported al- 
ready that, fn their desperation, the 
Spanish officials hemmed in at Manila 
with the consent of the Madrid gov- 
ernment, have made the broadest 
promises to the natives if they would 
return to their allegiance to the Span- 
ish crown! Inasmuch as the insur- 
zents are now so firmly established as 
to make it improbable that Spain 
could overcome them unaided, it seems 
improbable that the Spanish govern- 
ment will be able to make any pledge 
in the direction of granting an au- 
tonomous government that would re- 
sult in the submission of the natives. 
The greatest difficulty about the mat- 
ter Is that it must be assumed that 
the United States has oblicated itself 
to compel the acceptance by the in- 
surgents of autonomy, something it 
was indisposed, or unable to do in 
case of the Cuban insurgents.

DATING THE OVERTURE. 

[A. I. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, July- 29.—In diplo- 
matic quarters it is stated that the 
peace propositions took form in Madrid 
Friday last, and that not until then 
had the Spanish Cabinet itself deter- 
mined to risk a direct proposition for 
peace. Before that day there was 
doubtless more or less talk in the line 
of a peace proposition, but as stated, it 
was not finally agreed upon as the gov- 
ernment policy of Spain. On that day, 
Duke Almodovar de Rio, Spanish Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, drafted his 
proposal to this government, and it 
was formally agreed that it should be 
presented direct to President McKin- 
ley, the #rench Ambassador at Wash- 
ington acting as a medium of commun- 
ication, 

The proposal wascabled to Ambassador 
Cambon in cipher, but before acting he 
advised with his government as to their 
wishes. In the mean time the State 
Department received no intimation 
from the Ambasador that Spain was 
about to presént this peace proposi- 
tion. The instructions from Paris came 
last Monday night, too late for the 
presentation of Spain’s proposal that 
Tuesday the State Department 
was asked to arrange a call by the Am- 
bassador on the President, and this 
being set for. 3 o'clock the proposal 
for peace was made to,the United 
States. 
Until then there was not even an 
intimation to this government that the 
proposition was to be made, so all 


cognizance of Spain’s purpose to sue for 


peace dates from 3 o’clock Tuesday aft- 
ernoon. It may be also said that at 
no previous time had the French Am- 
bassador or any representative of the 
French Embassy spoken on the subject 
of peace to any official of this gov- 
eriment. 

The French government had not, and 
has not now, authorized any peace 
overtures or inquiry relating to peace, 
nor had the Spanish government prior 
to the written communication of last 
Friday, reachew the definite determin- 
ation to sue for peace. With those 
facts established beyond question, the 
statement attributed to Premier Sa- 
gasta that “We (Spain) resolved on 
peace many,days ago and made known 
our resolutions to the United States 
government,” is discredited with great 
positiveness in those diplomatic quar- 
ters having the most intelligent know- 
ledge of the situation. All reports, it 
is pointed out, come by way of Lon- 
don, which is regarded as furnishing 
a reason for this indireet effort to 
prejudice the nations. 


ULTERIOR SPANISH MOTIVES. 
[A. P, EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, July 29.—A special to 
the Tribune from Washington says 
speculation on the scope and contents 
of President McKinley’s expected reply 
to Spain’s recent overture for peace 
continues active. It seems hardly pos- 
sible for the administration to formu- 
late at present any definite. scheme for 
the disposition of the Philippine Islands, 
Were the independence of Cuba, the an- 
nexation of Porto Rico, the payment of 
a War indemnity and the assumption or 
non-assumption of the Cuban debt the 
only questions to be dealt with, the 
terms on which the United States would 
willingly cease hostilities could’ be 
stated without hesitation or embarrass- 
ment. 

With the American plans and pur- 
poses in the Far East so poorly defined 
and so difficult of determination, the 
task of drawing terms on which peace 
between the countries may be restored 
in that quarter of the globe seems a 
most puzzling and exacting one. : 

Indeed, it may have been the ulterior 
motive of Spanish diplomacy in asking 
the United States to suggest terms of 
peace to force the President into a 
declaration of American intentions in 
the Far East which might be used to 
embroil this country with other powers 
whose apprehensions have been aroused 
at the prospective appearance of the 
United States as a new factor in Far- 
IKxastern policies. With this country’s 
campaign against the Spanish forces at 
Manila but half-ended and with the 
political and military situation in the 
Philippine group still absolutely cha- 
otic, the American demand has appar- 
ently nothing to gain by anticipating 
developments there by expressing to the 
world the views it holds as to the ulti- 
mete control and government of the isl- 
ands. 

indeed, the hope is expressed by men 
of all shades of opinion that if a defi- 
nite statement is made to the Spanish 
Cabinet of the conditions which the

Americans Made Welcome by 


Their Former Foes. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 18.—[Cor- 
respondence of the Associated Press.] 
When the American soldiers were in the 
conquered city yesterday they were re- 
ceived by the townspeople with many 
evidences of good-fellowship. Our blue- 
coated men were strange figures among 
the slipshod and hungry-looking inhab= 
itants of Santiago, who wondered at 
their healthy appearance and at the 
fact that men would campaign dressed 
in the heavy uniform of our army. 
Cigars and rum were plentiful, and 
could be had for the asking. Spanish 
soldiers attached themselves to groups 
of American soldiers and guided them 
throtgh the confusing streets. 

The Spaniards produced rum and cig- 
arettes for their guests in a mysterious 
manner, which the soldiers could not 
account for until one troop noticed that 
friends of the Spaniards handed about 
the refreshments as the men passed 
along the street. Persons in the streets 
bowed pleasantly to the Americans, and 
a pleasant word to a group of Spanish 
soldiers always brought forth respon- 
sive smiles and friendly comment. Now 
and then a sullen face could be seen, 
perhaps on sqme junior officer, whose 
war pride was suffering, or a_ soldier 
still limping from a wound would scowl 
at the men who had injured him. But

The townspeople are glad that the 
days of suffering are over, and to many 
of the lower classes it is a matter of 
indifference that the American flag 
floats over the palace instead of the 
red-and-yellow insignia of Spain, and 
that American soldiers sit at their pal- 
ace door opposite the necessary Spanish 
guard. They will soon learn that the 
American flag means food, then their 
feelings will bring them for the time 
being to our side.

Spaniards at Santiago Worried 
About Their Future. . 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898.) 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 28, 5:10 
p.m. (Delayed in transmission.)—A

cles here.owing to a fear that the Amer- 
icans will turn the city over to the 
Cubans for self-government. No con- 
fidence exists, owing to the  uncer- 
tainty of the future.

— sold in New York, even at a sacri- 
ce. 

The same feeling extends to the 
Cuban merchants’ themselves, who 
seem to have lost faith in the ability 
of their own people to control affairs. 
The rebels demand independence, but 
the better classes,.the merchants and 
landowners, dread such a possibility, 
and fervently hope that the United 
States will retain the reins of govern- 
ment in the island as a guarantee of 
stability of prosperity. 

Sefior Julian Cendoja, agent of the 
Ward line of steamers, says that a 
hundred Spanish merchants have ap: 
plied for cabin and baggage room on 
the return trip of the steamer Phila- 
delphia, which is expected today, and 
they will leave the city unless there is 
some assurance from the American 
government that it intends to control 
the administration of public affairs in 
Cuba. This is the question upper- 
most in everybody’s mind. Spanish, 
foreigners and natives are all alike 
anxious for a definite expression from 
Washington of the policy of thea United 
States with regard to Cuba, and until 
the expression is made, no resumption 
of trade or commerce can be expected 
in Santiago, where, today, both are in 
a demoralized and chaotic state. 

HOW THE FEVER CAME. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, July 29.—The first defi- 
nite statement was made today as to 
how yellow fever was brought into 
the ranks of the American army in 
Cuba. H. L. Beach, who represented 
the Asociated Press along the fighting 
line at Santiago and who has just re- 
turned to Chicago, made the statement 
as follows: 

‘When Gen. Shafter sent word to 
Santiago that he intended to bombard 
the city the people all began to flee, and 
most of them went to El Caney. This 
is a town of about five hundred people, 
but 1500 refugees went thither and oc- 
cupied the houses in which there was 
room for only 500. The tewn was over- 
flowing, there was no food for the Cu- 
bans and the army had not enough to 
spare. So these people had to go out 
and forage for themselves. Santiago 
is known as the worst yellow fever part 
of Cuba, and those people who did not 
carry it with them soon had it, for their 
condition, huddled together as they 
were, was terrible, and brought on the 
pest. 

“I know it to be a fact, having seen 
it myself, that the army ambulances 
were used to haul these refugees from 
Siboney so they might get food. The 
people waded through the mud ard 
were picked up by the ambulances. 
Then our sick and wounded were 
hauled in the same ambulances. But 
worst of all, it seems to me, is the fact 
that the commissary wagons, which 
always were going to Siboney and 
back, carrying food, went out with 
food, returned loaded with refugees and 
went back again loaded with fdo0d. No 
yellow fever appeared in the army be- 
fore the lines were opened to these 
people from Santiago, and Dr. Rucker 
of Chicago, who was with the corps, 
told us just two days before yellow 
fever appeared that it must come in 
forty-eight hours. He also told Maj. 
Pope, the surgeon, but the latter said 
he could do nothing to avoid it.” 

CORBIN BREAKS DOWN. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, July 29.—A special dis- 
patch to the Tribune from Washington 
says much concern is manifested re- 
garding the health of Adjt.-Gen. Corbin, 
who, after steadily sticking to his desk 
all day and half the night for over 
three months, keeping up the important 
obligations thrown upon his depart- 
ment since the war preparations began, 
was finally compelled to leave his of- 
fice at noon and go home to bed. 
While he declares he will be at his 
post right away, the President and 
Secretary Alger will probably compel 
him to take a short rest, or temporarily 
at least, pay less attention to the exact- 
ing details of his office. 


SENOR ROS RUFFLED. 


He Resents Gen. Shafter’s So- 


called Interference. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 28, 12:15 
p.m.—[Delayed in transmission.] Gen. 
Shafter says he has not made certain 
statements attributed to him in an in- 
terview on the subject of the attitude 
assumed by Gen. Garcia, and he ex- 
plains that the alleged trouble between 
himself and Sefior Ros, the civil Gover- 
nor of Santiago, is a very small ac- 
count indeed. ; 

Sefior Ros is ruffled at Gen. Shafter’s 
not allowing him complete control of 
the civil section of Santiago, which 
has been surrendered to the American 
forces. Sefior Ros considers himself 
the supreme civil authority, basing 
his claims upon the state paper is- 
sued by President McKinley on July 18, 
and providing in general terms for~the 
government of the province of Sant- 
ago de Cuba, which contains the fol- 
lowing clause: “The judges and other 
officials connected with the administra- 
tion of justice may, if they accent the 
supremacy of the United States, con- 
tinue to administer the ordinary laws 
laid, as between man and man, under 
the supervision of a commander-in- 
chief.”’ 

Sefior Ros, it is understood, resents 
Gen. Shafter’s so-called interference 
with his duties. A little cloud arose 
over the fact that Sefior Ros discharged 
three employés and substituted for 
them three of his own friends. The dis- 
charged employés complained to Gen. 
Shafter, who ordered their reinstate- 
ment. Since then Sefior Ros has been 
slightly ruffled, but he is continuing 
to disc’arge his duties as Gen. Shaft- 
er’s subordinate. The trouble was 
really insignificant, but Sefior Ros and 
his three friends being Cubans, the 
matter was magnified in their circle. 
Sefior Ros simply obeyed Gen. Shafter’s 
orders, without protest, though he may 
have murmured behind his back. 


SHAFTER’S STATEMENT. 


Says the War Department Has 
Never Hampered Him. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 28, 10:15 
a. m. (Delayed transmission.) 
Maj.-Gen. Shafter is desirous that it 
should be known that the United States 
War Department has in no way inter- 
fered with the conduct of the cam- 
paign. The general adds that he was 
never hampered by the War Depart- 
ment, and that if the campaign in this 
vicinity had failed the fault would 
have been ali his own. The Depart- 
ment’s only participation in the op- 
erations, was in ratifying the terms 
of the Spanish forces. Gen. Shaf- 
ter has requested that these statements 


be published in view of the fact that 
the department has been criticised for 
faulty management. 

Gen. Shafter has received advices” 
that two Spanish transports, one of 
them being a hospital ship, have left 
the island of Martinique. They are 
expected here tomorrow. In addi- 
tion, three Spanish transports left Ca- 
diz yesterday, and four others are to 
leave Cadiz on July 30. These ves- 
sels are capable of carrying about 15,- 
000 troops, and the embarkation will 
begin when all the vessels are here. 
It is expected that all the Spanish 
prisoners of war will be embarked by 
August 15. 

The American commander has au- 
thorized the Spanish officers who 
commanded the troops that come to 
Santiago during the siege from Man- 
zanillo,. to -send .for their wives and. 
families, in order that they may be 
able to take them back to Spain at 
the government's expense. In all 
there are ahout 750 of women and 
children. .The telegraph operators at 
Manzanillo notified the authorities 
here that Capt.-Gen. Blanco at first 
refused to permit the delivery of mes- 
sages sent by these officers te their 
families, but later. under a_ protest 


. from Gen. Shafter, the captain-general 


allowed the messages to be delivered. 

The American general has also eu- 
thorized the Spanish officers to char- 
ter a schooner at Manzanillo for the 
purpose of bringing their families to 
this port, but no vessel was available, 
and other plans are now under way. 
Probably a schooner will be sent from 
here to Manzanillo, under a flag of 
truce, to fetch the wives and children 
of the Spanish officers.

London Weekly Papers Comment on 
the Peace Overtares—News from 
Madrid—Wevyler is not 
Warlike.

LONDON, July 29.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Mail advices received here today 
from Tangier, Morocco, say that the 
threats of the Spanish residents there 
caused the house of EF. C. Partridge, 
the retiring United States Consul, to 
be guarded before he left, and in ad- 
dition his successor, Samuel Gummers, 
was escorted to the Consulate, which 
is still guarded by Moorish troops. 

One American family which had been 
residing at Tangier went to 
fearing violence. The conduct of the 
5000 Spaniards generally is calm, though 
there have been a few threats to cut 
the cable in order to prevent Commo- 
dore Watson from using it and in or- 
der to interfere with the provisioning of 
his squadron, 

The French steamer Obia, which re- 
cently touched at Tangier with ninety 
refugees from the Canary Islands, re- 
ported that the foreign consuls at the 
Canaries had notified the subjects of 
their governments that Commodore 
Watson's squadron was coming, and 
the people, therefore, were  panic- 
stricken and were seeking refuge in 
the interior of the islands. 


ARMISTICE EXPECTED. 


Madrid Semi-Official Editorial 
on the Peace Prospects. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MADRID, July 29, 9 a. m.~—-[By At- 
lantic Cable.] Referring to the pros- 
pects to peace, the Correspondencia, 
an independent semi-official newspa- 
per, says today: 

“While the government has asked 
for peace without stipulating prelim- 
inery suspension of hostilities, it is 
supposed that an armistice will be de- 
clared as soon as the basis is agreed 
upon, and pending a definite settle- 
ment. None of these bases has yet 
been submitted, but among the con- 
ditions mentioned is one relative to 
an international conference in Lon- 
don, to arrange the future of the Phil- 
ippine Islands. We do not believe 
the Americans will propose such a 
conference, because they have no in- 
tention of doing so, and could not 
derive any benefit therefrom. Neither 
is the Spanish government favorable 
to such a conference, considering that 
the negotiations which.it has opened 
with the United States, are 
‘better calculated to secure a_ good 
understanding between the two coun- 
tries.”’ 

It is understood that the Spanish 
transports Isla de Panay and Isla de 
Luzon will sail from Cadiz today for 
Santiago de Cuba, in order to embark 
the Spanish prisoners of war. 


SPAIN’S NAVAL REMNANTS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
GIBRALTAR, July 29.—The Spanish 
cruiser Lepanto, now at Cartagena, has 
been ordered to join Camara’s squad- 
ron, which has been at Cadiz _ since 
Wednesday.

CAPITULATION OF MANILA.

LONDON, July 29.—[Exclusive Dius- 
patch.] Rumor is more persistent here 
than ever that Manila has fallen and 
that the American troops are in posses- 
sion of the city. Paris and Madrid also 
have advices of the same import. Noth- 


ing official can be learned to deny or 
confirm the rumor. 


WIND AND WISDOM. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, July 28.—The weekly pa- 
pers credit the United States with a 
desire to deal generously with Spain. 
The Saturday Review says: “We are 
convinced that America will not play 
the part of a shylock, but now that 
she has learned to appreciate. the 
bravery and fighting qualities of the 
Spaniards, as well as the worthless- 
ness of the Cuban rebels, she will 
make obvious atonement for the pre- 
cipitancy with which she entered upon 
the war by dealing generously with 
her opponents.” 

The Spectator takes a line quite un- 
usual in the English press, most 
strongly urging the United States to 
assume direct control cf both Cuba 
and the Philippines. It implores the 
Washington government ‘rather to 
break an ingenious pledge to Congress 
than to allow Cuba or the Philippines 
to be independent or to return to the 
cruel Spanish dominion.”

England does 
not desire the Philippines, and if she 
did she would not take them, because 
she wishes to prove that her sympathy 
with the United States is quite disin- 
terested.” 

The Spectator devotes another arti- 
cle to an eulogy of the “splendid man- 
ner in which Mr. McKinley hag risen 
to the requirements of a high and 
difficult nosition.”” It says: 

“The President has developed latent 
talents, showing him. the possessor of 
many of Lincoln's great qualities. It 
would be remarkable if for the secon4 
time in a generation, the American 
system of realy am elective monarchy 
preves its strong svstem of dealing 
with great crises. Europe may have 
been hasty in rejecting the very idea 
of an elective monarchy as fata! alike 
to stability and strength.”’

El Impercial’s corre- 
spondent says the Pope is so displeased 
with this attitude of the priests that he 
has washed his hands of the whole af- 
fair. According to El Liberal, the gov- 
ernment would not allow even the loss 
of the Philippines to hinder the con- 
clusion of peace, because it is very 
doubtful whether the country would 
indorse sending «¢n army of 40,000 men 
to crush the rebellion.’’ 

TERMS SO DIGNIFIED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT NEPORT.] 

LONDON, July 30.—The Madrid cor- 
respondent of the Times says that 
according to a newspaper statement, 
Sefior Gamazo, the Spanish Minister 
of Public Instruction and Public 
Works, said in the course of an inter- 
view at Madrid yesterday: 

“Spain has not asked an armistice 
or even suspension of hostilities. That 
would be tantamount to beseeching 
the enemy not to strike us. We gshall 
never come to that. The message to 
the United States, while recognizing the 
superiority of the Yankee forces and 
their military operations, is confined to 
terms so dignified that when the docu- 
ment is published, no one will be able 
to say it is humiliating. It asks 
whether the United States is disposed 
to make peace, but requests neither 
truces nor armistices.”’ 

The Times’ correspondent says Sefior 
Gamazo added: “If Manila surrenders, 
the capitulation will only apply to the 
walled town.” 


OUTSIDE THE SCOPE.

sons. one of whom is not expected to 
survive.

The burned building Known as the 
“Oregon Hotel,’’ inhabited by 
sailors and men and women who make 
their living along the city front. Some 
of its inmates are said to have been 
addicted to the use of opium in various 
forms, and not a few are alleged to 
have been intoxicated tonight. As soon 
as the flames obtained headway, the 
house went up like a flash. The stair- 
Ways were almost instantly rendered 
useless and dense clouds of smoke filled 
the narrow passages and sleeping- 
rooms. Most of the victims were suf- 
focated, their bodies being cremated 
after death, Those who were injured, 
but who escaped with their lives, 
leaped from the windows, or were res- 
cued by firemen. 

Capt. Comstock of the fire patrol says 


“he does not recall a fire in this city 


which so quickly caused such loss of 
life, the value of the property ~ de- 
stroyed being insignificant. Several 
others hesides those named were injured 
in their frantic efforts to escape from 
the burning building, but their condi- 
tion is not serious. 


GRAVE CHARGES. 


Letters Say Agent MelIihenny Re- 
fused Shelter to Castaways. 
[BY DIRECL WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 29.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Letters received today 
from Point Barrow contain grave 
charges against A. McIPoenny, agent 
for’the University of Pennsylvania, 
who went to the Arctic with his as- 
assistants to make scientific collections, 
The letters say that MclIlhenny, who 
occupied an old abandoned government 
house on Point Barrow, refused to 
permit any of the 350 ship-wrecked 
whalers to take refuge there, although 
he had ample room for most of them. 

Without any authority he used the 
government buildings for his own pri- 
vate purposes. The castaways at one 
time discussed a plan of lynching him, 
but the officers induced them not to 
use violence. Tae men were taken and 
given shelter and food by H. Liebes’s 
agent, Charles Brower. 

When Lieut, Jarvis of the govern- 
ment relief expedition reached Point 
Barrow, on March 29, he was amazed 
to find the sailors all crowded into 
Brower's place. He denounced Mcli- 
henny, for cruelty and selfishness, and 
forced him to receive part of the men 
into the government ‘house. Brower 
fed the ship-avrecked sailors, and cared 
for them so well that the relief ex- 
pedition was unnecessary. 

Melihnny writes under date of March 
81 that he and his associates have made

Four Thousand Men With Picks and 
Shovels Hunting Wealth.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 29.—A corre- 
spondent writing from Point Barrow, 
under date of April 4, regarding the 
ice-bound whalers who have recently 
received relief says: 

“Floe whaling will be renewed April 
15. The inland Eskimos are starving, 
and are coming to the coast for food. 
The men are all well. A deer station 
will probably be started here next year 
if the feed proves sufficient. The sail- 
maker of the Orca committed suicide 
March 30. Constant communication is 
kept up between the various vessels of 
the whaling fleet. 

“In Februarv the trouble which had 
been brewing between Capt. Mason and 
the officers and crew of the Jeannie 
culminated in Mason driving: Mate Cof- 
fin away from the ship at the point of 
a rifle, he firing several shects at him. 
Coffin made his way back to the store- 
house, secured a can of roast mutton 
and set out for the Newport, twenty 
miles distant. The thermometer stood 
at 30 deg. below, and a blizzard came 
on in which Coffin lost his way and 
wandered for three days and nights on 
the ice before reaching the .Newport.

The Los Angeles Water Company has 
made demands upon the city for the 
loss it is alleged to have sustained 
by reason of the reduction by the City 
Council of the water rates for 1896-97 
and 1897-98, below the minimum pro- 
vided by the contract of 1868. A recent 
decision by the United States Circuit 
Court declared that the Council could 
not reduce the water rates below those 
mentioned in the contract. The com- 
pany, therefore, demands that the city 
pay for what it lost by complying with 
the rates fixed by the Council. The de- 
mands are for more than $150,000. 

An agreed case, in which the city 
of Los Angeles is plaintiff and City 
Clerk Hance is defendant, is to be pre- 
sented before the Supreme Court today 
for the purpose of testing the legality 
of the proposed issue of bonds for fire 


department, bridge, tunnel and park 
purposes. An erro. made during the

Court pass upon the matter. 

The petition of the First National 
Bank for a reduction in Ms assessment 
was heard yesterday hy the Board of 
Equalization. The undivided profits of 
the bank were assessed and the officials 
of the institution assert that there is 
no authority for the assessment. The 
matter was taken under advisemnt. 

During the hearing of the petition for 
a reduction of the assessment against 
the People’s Store yesterday, there was 
a lively tilt between the manager of 
the store anda députy assessor.

DAMAGES DEMANDED. 


WATER COMPANY WANTS REDRESS 
FOR RATE REDUCTIONS, 


Supreme Court to Pass Upon the 


Legality of Fire DBonds—Lively 
Time Before the Board of Equal- 
ization, 


A demand upon the City Treasury, 
which is believed to be a forerunner 
of an action at law to be brought by 
the Los Angeles City Water Company 
against the city, was made yesterday 
afternoon by that company, in which 
the city is called upon to pay the mod- 


est sum of $159,104.50. The request that | 


the city pay this sum is not acccm- 
panied by any explanation, in fact, n: 
explanation is neéded, for the demand 
explains itself. This claim which ths 
company makes upon the city is on 
of the results of the recent decision of 
Judge Welibern in the. United States 
Cireuit Court im the case of the com- 
pany aginst the city, in which the 
court. held that the city had no author- 
ity to fix the rates to be charged by 
the company to consumers below tbe 
minimum rates provided in the original! 
Water contract of LS6S8. 

Taking this decision as a ba¥is for 
its.claims, the company has filed de- 
mands for the difference that the re- 
duction of rates made in its revenues 
for two years. The demands are made 
in regular form upon the blanks which 
the city provides for such purpcses, a’ a 
the reason for making them is fully 
set forth in the demands themselves. 
The first is for $105,600, and is as fol- 
lows: 

“The Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany presents this demand on the treas- 
ury ‘of the citv of Los Angeles for the 
sum of on hundred and five thousand 
six hundred ($105,600) dollars, being for 
damages accruing to the Los Angeles 
City Water Company during the year 
‘ommencing Juiv 1, 1897, and ending 
June 30, 1888 by reason of the action 
- the city in fixine rates to be col- 
lected by the water company for sup- 
plying water to the inhabitants of 
said city, at less than the amount fixed 
as the minimum rates in the contract 
of July 22, 1868, between the city of 
Los Angeles and Prudent Beaudry, 
Solomon Lazard and John S. Griffin, 
and asigned by said Griffin, Beaudry 
and Lazard to the Los Angeles Citw 
Water Company. The rates were fixea 
by ordinance of the City Council of the 
city of Los Angeles in February, 1897, 
and established the rates to be col- 


1, 1897, and ending June 89, 1898: and 
which ordinance was in violation of 
said contract; and thé Los Angeles 
City Water Company was damaced 
thereby in the diminution of its 
ceipts from water rates, 105 600 
[Signed] .H. MOTT.” 
In form and wording the second de- 
mand is exactly like the foregoing, ex- 
cept that the amount demanded is $44,- 
504.50, and the year in which tx al- 
leged damages accrued was that 'e- 
sinning July 1, 1896, and ending June 
39, 1897, the change of rates 2! 
to have been illegal having been inva 
for that year in February, 1895. ‘The 
two demands were simp!y filed in t':e 
office of the City Clerk. and will be 
presented before the City Counoil at 
its regular mecting Monday. They will 
be rit it to the Finance Committee, 


and it j ertain that at the following 
meeting,*or the next one, that com- 
mittee will report recommending tiiat 
the demands be denied. What the com- 
pany will then do remains to be seen, 
but it is «xpected by the city officials 
that a suit will be commence 1 arains( 
the city to recover the amcun.s de- 
manded. 

If such lIegal action is commenced, 
the city authorities ad not fear as to 
the result. Chairman Toll of the Fi- 
nance Commitee, was asked yesterday 
what would be dene in the premises. 
He said: “The filing of the demrnd is 
not a surprise. in fact, we expected they 
would be filed, but getting the money 
on them is another matter. It is true 
that a decision has heen rendered in 
the United States Circuit Court thar 
the City Council had no authority to 
reduce the rates or reculate them so as 
to make them lower than the minimum 
provided for in the original water con- 
tract. The effect of that decision is that 
the City Council, in adopting an or- 
dinance fixing the rates at a lower fic- 
ure, adopted an ordinance which has by 
the decision been declared illegal. If the 
ordinance was illegal the company did 
not have to obey it, and having obeyed 
it, it must take the consequences for 
so doing. This is the orinoin of the 
city’s counsel in the case, and I think 
the question was settled in the deci. 
sion rendered by Judge Wellborn.”’ 

Other members of the Council ex- 
pressed similar opinions on the matter. 
and all asserted that they would be 
willing to try conclusions with the 
company in the courts on the proposi- 
tion.

The petition of the First Nations]

ment against the bank is on lot 45, front 
eost side of Main street, between Re- 
quena and Commercial streets, the 
value placed on the land being $18,000;

capital stock, £191,943; fixtures and fur- 
niture, $2500. The bank asks that this 
assessment he reduced to $28,500, which 
represents all of the assessments men- 
tioned except that of $191,943. 

In its petition for a reduction the 
bank avers that “the item ‘surplus fund 
and undivided profits, less 20 per cent, 
of the capite] stock, $191,943," is unjust, 

unequal and un-uniform, is contrary 
to the lInws of the United States, and 
this State. Thige petitioner has neo such 
property subject to assessment, but Is 
protected against State, county end 
municipal assessment in that this bank 
is a national banking. association, un- 
der the laws of the United States: is an 
instrument of the national government 
in executing its functions, and is com- 
pelied to keep the sum = asked to be 
stricken out as an essential requirement 
prescribed by the public laws.” 

The entire question involved in the 
petition of the bank hinges upon the 
definition of the term “undivided 
profits,’ and as to that definition there 
is a difference of opinion between the 
members of the boerd and the repre- 
sentatives of the bank. After having 
filed its petition, the bank sent to each 
member of the board a certified state- 
ment ef the financial condition of the 
institution and a complete explanetion 
of its position in the matter. ‘The eom- 
munication queted a number of sections 
of the State and United States laws 
with reference to the taxation of bank 
property, and among otier things, gave 
the fcllowing as the bank's definition 
of what “undivided profits” are, as fol- 
lows: 

“The phase ‘undivided profits’ is a 
bookkeeping term used to represent the 
nalance of the aggregate book value of 
a corporations’ assets after deducting 
cash liabilities and the original invest- 
ment of the stockholders. 

“When ea corporation commences 
business, its assets consist ef the 
money paid in by the stockholders on 
account of their stock, which amount 
is exactly balanced by the capital stock. 
if the corperations’ business is profit- 
able, or its books indicate that to be 
the case, the assets willshow an aggre- 
gate valuation in excess of the cash 
liabilities and capital stock, and a bal- 
ance is struck by carrying on the side 
of the liabilities en account denomi- 
nated undivided profits for the amount 
of such excess. 

“It does-not fepresent any specific 
property or money. It merely ¢x- 
presses the amount above the capital 
steck and surplus to which the stock- 
holders would entitled upon a 
liquidation of the affoirs of the cor- 
poration, provided the assets realized 
amounts cqual to the valuations placed 
upon them by the officers of the cor- 
roration.’ 

Attorney James H. Shenkland and 
Cashier F. A. Gibson, who represented 
the bank before the board, contended 
that under this definition there was 
no authority for the assessment. Some 
of the members of the board, particu- 
larly Mr. Mathuss, did not take this 
view of the matter. He thought the 
undivided profits represented literally 
whet the name implies, that is returns 
upon the investment which were being 
used in the regular course of business 
to earn other profits. The argument 
cver the matter continued nezerly all 
morning and at its conclusion it was 
taken under advisement by the board. 


Deputy Assessor Accused, 


At the afternoon session of the 
Board there was a lively tilt between 
Deputy Assessor S. A. Waldron and 
R. A. Marx, manager of the People’s 
Store. Mr. Marx had appeared to pre- 
sent before the Board e petition for a 
reduction of the assessment against 
the store he represents.

FOR CONGRESS—A MAN WHO CAN WIN. 

The Republicans of the Sixth Con- 
gress District of California are 
shortly to be called upen to nominate 
a candidate with which to defeat the 
Populist, Barlow. It remains to be 
seen whether they are going to 
“pick a winner” or repeat the mistake 
made by a since defeated, dishonored 
and discredited boss, in 1896.

It rests. with us as a humane and 
enlightened nation, to make such pro- 
vision for the future of the Philip- 
pines as will forever prevent. the 
restoration of the old regime of des- 
potism and diabolism. If we decide 
not to hold the islands permanentiy, 
we should at least insist upcn such 
safeguards and guaranties for the 
future as will assure to them a 
form of government which will be in 
harmony with modern ideas of §in- 
dividual freedom and property rights. 
The precise course which we should 
pursue to accomplish this result may 
not at this time be wholly apparent. 
But our government should not as- 
sent to any terms of prace which 
would leave the future of the Phit- 
ippines wholly in the hands of Spain. 
To do this would be a grave mistake, 
and would bring upon us the just cen- 
sure of the civilized world. 

As the case now stands we are mas- 
ters of the situation. We can dictate 
the terms of peace.

PROSPERITY IS HERE. 

During the last Presidential cam- 
paign we heard much about prosper- 
ity that was’ to come to the ¢ountry 
through “restored confidence.” Is it 
not about time that this restoration 
of confidence should be visible’? 
Surely, it is, at least as far as South- 
ern California is concerned. The out- 
look for this section has seldom been 
brighter. The construction of the 
deep-water harbor at San Pedro ap- 
pears to be reasonably assured. It 1s 
a moral certainty that the commence- 
ment of work on the harbor will soon 
be followed by the bridging of the gap 
which now exists in railroad com- 
munication between this city and Salt 
Lake, which would give us three trans- 
continental railway routes, lessening 
the distance to the East about three 
hundred miles, and opening up a rich 
and extensive territory to cur mer- 
chants. 

lurning to the nation at large we 
find that the Spanish have not suc- 
ceeded, to any alarming extent, in 
whipping the United States, or even 
in making any depredations on our 
coasts. In fact, they are now suing 
for peace, cnd the end of the war ap- 
pears to be in sight—a termination 
that will reflect glory upon and yield 
profit to this country. 

Then, again, we find that the ma- 
terial condition of the United States 
has never been more satisfactory than 
it is at present. An investigation re- 
centiy conducted by a syndicate of 
eastern agricultural papers’ brought 
out the fact that a thousand millions 
of dollars will hardly measure the in- 
crease in tho farmers’ receipts for last 
year’s prceduce over the values ihat 
prevailed so late as 1895. Over $100,- 
00,000 of farm mortgages have been 
paid off during the last two years. 
Millions in chattel! mortgazes . have 
been wiped out, and the paying up of 
other forms of indebtedness hes be- 
come This has been at- 
tended with so much increase in the 
bank deposits that throughout much 
of the transmissouri country the in- 
terest rates on farm loans are down 
to 5 and 8 per cent., contrasted with 
6 and 10 per cent., cr mcré, as late cs 
two years ago. These pains in the 
West are largely responsible for the 
vast increase in the--national bank 
resources Of over $1,000.006,009 since 
the low point ot 1893, and over $400,- 
000,000 during the past twelve months. 
The two wheat crops of 1896 cnd 
1897 have returned the farmer nearly 
twice as much as the crcrps of 1891 and 
1895—a gain of over $100,090,000. Corn 
shows a decline of some $159,000,006, 
but these two staples clone make a 


‘net gain of nearly $259,000,000. United 


States wheat exported during the past 
twelve months setd for about as much 
as the whole crep was worth in 
cither 1893, 1894 or 1895. 

There is a brilliant prospect for the 
largest tonnage of crops this year 
ever produced in America. The prices 
bid fair to tc reasonably weli majn- 
tained, compared with the low valves 
of 1892 to 1895, indicating a total re- 
turn for the staple crops clone of 
$1€0,000,0C0 more this season than last 
ycar. 

Surely, it is about time that we 
should have restored confidence, for 
prosperity is already knocking at the 
door. 


TREAT THE OLD FLAG RIGHT. 
When the cruel war began Tun 
TIMES was one of the first newspapers 
in the ecuntry to appeal to the people 
to hang cut Old Glory, and leave it 
flying until peace once more returned 
to the disturbed nations. In response 
to that appeal there has bcen a dis- 
play of bunting in this peerless section 
of the State heartwarming and in- 
spiring, but some cof our patriotic 
citizens have gone tco far in the mat- 
ter—they have “set the stars of glory 
there” and left them “in the evening 
dews and damps” to become dimmed 
and tarnished, and the stripes of red 
aud white to appesr but little more 
than bits of raveling. The San:-Fran- 
cisco Call, commenting upon this neg- 
lect of the colors, says: 

“Many of the flags put in place 
weeks ago have received no xttention. 
Buffeted and tugged at by the breezes 
during the day; they have been left 
out at night, exposed to the fogs and 
mists. As a result they have been 
soiled, and in instances net ony 
whipped to tatters, but the remains 
do not present to the eye the inspirit- 
ing red, white end blue. On the con- 
trary, the colors have merged to a 
dreggled eccmbination hardly suggest- 
ing the flag. This strikes the observer 
as negiect. 

“There is no particular reason why 
the flee should fiv after night. Let 
it be on view during the day. Let 
it catch the glint of the morning sun 
and throw its shadow eastward when 
the sunset gun booms at the Presidio. 
Then it should be taken down. To 
see it flaunting torn, bedraggled and 
forgotten is worse than not seeing it. 
The impression created is that en- 
thusiasm has passed, and that the im- 
pulse which caused the flag to be run 
up Was momentary. 


“Common sentiment protects the 
flag against desecration. It is for- 


bidden that one should deface it. And 
in exposing it to the elements to be 
shredded, stained, raveled, to become 
only a hint of what it wes when first 
displayed, is a form of desecration.” 

At sunset tbe glorious old ensign 
should be hauled down and kept from 
destruction by the elements until the 
morrow’s sun shakes its light across 


the hills. That is the way to trext 
the ensign. And when the “Star- 
Spangled Banner” is played, stand 


up; when you pass beneath the folds 
of the colors, lift your hat to them, 
Americens, and thank God that you 
are citizens the great republic. 
When we show respect to Old Glory 
we show respect to ourselves, the sin- 
cerest form of compliment. 


It appears that Spain has trans- 
ferred from Capt.-Gen. Augusti to the 
commander cf the Vizcaya. Islands 
the supreme authority (under Spain) 
over the Philippine Islands, leaving 
] Augusti in authority over the city of 


Manila only. Augusti has been au- 
thorized to surrender Manila to the 
Americans. The Spanish idea is that 
when the Americans receive the sur- 
render of Augusti it will be the sur- 
render of the city of Manila only, 
and not that ‘cf the Philippine Islands. 
This is a very cute scheme, but it is 
liable to receive a severe jolt when 
Gen. Merritt calls upon the com- 
mender of the Vizcaya Islands, or 
whocver else may be the representa- 
tive of Spanish sovereignty in that 
part of the world, .to surrender at 
once and unconditionally to the United 
States. If this demand should not 
have the desired effect, Messrs. Mer- 
ritt and Dewéy ¢an very soon find a 
Way to make it~ effective. 


U. S. Grant of San Diego has voiced 
his views to the San Francisco Ex- 
aminer on some public questions, and 
so hes El Hutch, the guyastusacutus 
of the Eighth. Ward of Los Angeles, 
but we have not heard any loud 
clamor from the people of California 
for opinions from either of these 
sources, What difference does it make 
what either cf these “aspirants” think 
about things?

INCREASE THE FORCE LATER. 


EQUIPMENT AND PARAPHERNALIA 
ARE BEING GOT TOGETHER. 


Expects Construction Wilt Occupy 
Four or Five Years and Wil! 
Make San Pedro Harbor 
Absolutely Safe. 


[RY DINECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. 
CHICAGO, July 29.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Work on the immense break- 
water at San Pedro is to start with- 
in two months, according to Ernest 
Heldmaier of Heldmaier & Neu, con- 
tractors. Mr. Heldmaier said today 
that all stories intimating that his firm 
is contemplating a surrender of the 
contract and forfeiting their bond 
emanate from disappointed competi- 
tors. ‘We will put about 250 men at 
work on the big seawall early in the 
fall,” he said, *“‘We expect the work | 
will cover a period of four or five 
years, and after the first season the 
number of laborers’ ‘will be in- 
creased. The wall is to cost $1,313,000; 
it is to be 8500 feet long, and of pyra- 
midal shape. The top section will be 3v 
feet across and the base 175 feet. It 
is to be constructed of stone except 
at exposed ends, which. will be huge 
monoliths of concrete, measuring 40x 
40x20 feet. On each end of the sea- 
wall will be a light to guide the ships 
by night. . ty 

“Maj. C. L. Davis, the government 
engineer, under whose supervision 
the structure is to be built, believes 
that the wall will make of San Pedro 
Hiarbor a refuge of absolute safety: to 
craft of all kinds. At present San 
Pedro is open to storms from the west 
and northwest, and also a strong cur- 
rent that renders it dangerous to 
shippins.”’ 
Mr. Heldmaier said that contractors 
are now busily engaged in getting 
equipment, tugs, transports and other 
raraphernal'a to the scene of the enter- 
prise, and that as scon as everything 
is on hand the work will ste2rt. 


BOARD OF FREIMOLDERS. 


Discussicn Which Indicates the Drift 
of Thought. 

Tho Board of Freeholders held an- 
other meeting in the Council chamber 
last evening for a general discussion of 
the many problems to be decided. 
Two projects were presented, with a 
number cf variations, for the organi- 
zation of the new Council. Mr. Hazard 
wanted tie Council to consist of two 
houses, the lower to consist of nine 
members, to be chesen from the yari- 
ous wards, and the upper house to con- 
sist of an eauzl numver to be chosen 
from the city at large.

illegality of separate police courts. 

A motion was passed declaring the 
sense of the board to be that street 
work be left to operate under the State 
laws, such es the Vroomen act and 
the act for the opening of streets. 

A motion declaring that no franchise 
for the use cf streets should be granted 
without submitting it to a vote of the 
people was defeated, but it was de- 
clared that all public utilities besed on 
grants of franchise should be subject 
to purchase, at cost price, by the city 
after a series of years to be named in 
the charter, had clapsed from the 
granting of the franchise. 

The members generally expressed op- 
proval of a project for making the Aud- 
itor ex-officio Assessor and the Treas- 
urer ex-officio Tax Collector. 

It was stated that the committce hay- 
ing the department in charge is con- 
sidering the fecsibility of adopting the 
county assessments for the city and 
having the County Tax Collector collect 
city taxes, as made optional by the 
State laws. 

Bids for printing were referred to 
the Finance Committee with power to 
act.

A WAVE MOTOR, 


MONEY-MAKER THAT PANNED OUT 
OTHERWISE THAN EXPECTED, 


The Investors Say it Paid the Pro- 
moter Well, but for Them Was 
a. Delusion—Telephone Forgery. 
Vales of Wonderful Mechanism, 


A wave motor, which supplied only 
enough energy for the promoter’s glib 
tongue, has just ceased its imaginary 
operations, as a result of the arrest 
of its inventor, Promoter Burr, of San 
Francisco, on a charge of having used 
the mails to swindle Los Angeles in- 
vestors. The ingenious mechanician 
secured a number of liberal subscrip- 
tions from local investors, anxious to 
supply money with which to build the 
motor, in order to be let in on the 
ground floor, but when they lost faith 
in the smooth-tongued promoter, they 
swore to a complaint in the United 
States District Court, and Burr was ar- 
rested in San Diego last night. 

Burr declared that he had at last 
solved the difficult problem cof chaining 
the waves of the sea, and transforming 
their power into electric lights, street- 
car juice and other useful forms. He 
asserted that a council of capable en- 
gineers had been summoned to mect 
in San Francisco at the Union Iron 
Works, and that with one voice of 
admiring wonder that they had pro- 
claimed the mechanism thoroughly 
practicable and an epoch-making in- 
vention. 

Charmed with his fascinating tales, 
the victims put up considerable money. 
Burr went off to San Francisco, and 
wrote back that more money was 
needed to complete the experiments. 
He used all sorts of devices. such as 
telephoning and announcing that it was 
Irving M. Scott who was speaking, 
and kept the confidence of his victims 
up to the proner standard. Continually 
he applied for more money to com- 
plete his motor, and the investors kept 
on biting. 

A. Lee Purley of this city is one of 
the heavy investors in the scheme. He 
is an insurance agent. with offices in 
the Currier Block on Third street. He 
was convinced that the proposition was 
a mency-maker. and paid in several 
donations to Burr's pocketbook. At 
last he smelt a rat. and united with 
other victims to brine the matter to 
the attention of the Federal authori- 
ties.

Since then the navy had made great 
strides. 

The armament of our navy was su- 
perior to any in the world, but its size\ 
was about sixth, and it should be 
second, at least, if not first. Our gov- 
ernment, he added, which stands for 
morality, and which seeks to protect the 
rights of the weak, is all right, but 
what it seeks to do can only be done 
through an adequate navy. Diplomacy 
is good, but there are times when it is 
impotent, unless it is backed up by a 
strong navy. We are now going to 
build up our navy to proper size and I 
am glad of it. But no matter how 
fine ships they are, they will be prac- 
tically useless unless they are manned 
by capable officers. 

Admiral Dewey was alluded to espe- 
cially by the speaker, and his name was 
greeted with loud applause. ‘‘Dewey,” 
he said, ‘‘was with Farragut in the civil 
war, and acquitted himself bravely. 
That he had not forgotten the lessons 
of that grand man was shown in the 
battle of Manila Bay. His orders were 
to destroy the Spanish fleet, and he did 
it. But he also had to’secure a harbor, 

“In the Philipines there are 114,000 
square miles and 9,000,000 population. 
The only way to solve the problem is 
to take the islands ourselves, or to set 
them free after establishing the best 
form of government wecan. This victory 
of ours in the Far East not only means 
continued supremacy, but it means 
carrying into Manila nineteenth cen- 
tury civilization. We cannot shut our- 
selves off from the rést of the world 
any longer. This opportunity has been 
given to us. We must grasp it.” 


THROWN FROM HIS RIG. 


Whitelaw Reid Severely Bruised 
Near Ophir Farm. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, July 29.—Whitelaw Reid 
narrowly escaped severe injury in a 
runaway while driving near his home, 
Ophir Farm, to catch the train for New 
York. Mr. Reid held the reins and be- 
hind him sat a coachman. While pass- 
ing the stable, Mr. Reid attempted to 
replace the whip in its socket, and in 
doing so inadvertently loosened his hold 
on the reins. Feeling themselves partly 
free, the spirited team turned sharply 
toward the stable. The buckboard was 
overturned and smashed, and the horses 
becoming detached, dashed away to 
their stalls. Mr. Reid and the coach- 
man had no oportunity to jump, and 
were pinned beneath the _ rig. The 
coachmans’ leg was broken and Mr. 
Reid was cut and bruised about the 
body, face and head. After his injuries 
were attended to, Mr. Reid caught a 
later train for New York. ‘The coach- 
man was taken home. The accident 
occurred near the point where Gen. 
Harrison and Mr. Reid were thrown 
from a carriage during the campaign, 
in which they were candidates for 
President and Vice-President, respec- 
tively. 


BRANT’S REMAINS. 


Buried at the Request of the Dead 
Man’s Sister. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

ST. LOUIS, July 29.—Charles A, 
Brant, who was mysteriously murdered 
recently, was buried today under the 
direction of Mrs. Sutton, the dead 
man’s sister in California. The in- 
terment was in St. Mary’s Cemetery. 

After an interview with the Cor- 
oner, Roger Harding, father of Brants’ 
divorced wife, waived all rights to the 
remains, in view of a telegram received 
from Mrs. Sutton, in which she adhered 
to her purpose to have the body buried 
near those of his parents. The police 
are still searching for the men who 
killed Brant, but without success. 


Severe English Coast Storm. 


LONDON, July 29.—The northeast 
coast of this country s ben swept 
by e@ great storm. . The fishing fleets 
have had a narrow escape, being ob- 
liged to relinquish all their gear and 
nets, and run to the harbors for shel- 
ter, where many other vessels were 
compelled to seek refuge. The north- 
bound trains have been delayed by the 
force of the wind, which has caused 
considerable damage inland. The 
crops having been flattened. There 
were some minor fatal wrecks in the 
North Sea. 


Fatal Nebraska Storm, 


RED OAK (Neb.,) July 29.—Lightning 
killed three persons near here. The 
dead were W. R. Henry, Mrs. Wesley 
Thornton, and infant. Three farm 
houses were destroyed, and twenty- 
three head ef cattle belonging to Wil- 
liam Shaplotte, were killed. The Swed- 
ish Lutheran Church at Wallin was 
struck by lightning and burned. ; 
R. Barstow lost his barn, and _ thirty 
tons cf hay by lightning. Nine horses 
in a pasture were killed. Serious dam- 
age to the corn crop was done by the 
wind.

A CHARGE FOR EXCHANGE, 
The Banks Combine to Swell Their 
Revenue, 


The banks of the city have combined 
to demand a fee from all their custom- 
ers on out-of-town items. A collection 
charge will be levied for all checks on 
country banks. Thus the banks will 
ewell once more their failing revenues, 
lessened by the new war taxes. The 
customers of all the banks have been 
notified of this joint action by the fol- 
lowing notice: 

“We beg to advise you that in ac- 
cordance with an agreement between 
the banks of this city, a charge will be 
made on and after the 5th proximo on 
all out-of-town items other than drafts 
drawn by one bank upon another. On 
all local business these charges will be 
5 cents for each item of $100 or less and 
one-twentieth of 1 per cent. on all items 
over $100. We would therefore suggest 
that you request each of your outside 
customers to send you either a bank 
draft or a check for amount sufficient 
to cover collection charges at the above 


pates.”’ 


It ig desirable that some uniform rule 
should be adopted by the jobbers in 
their dealings with their customers in 
the country, providing for the collection 
fees upon checks which they may ‘send 
jn to the city. The president of the 
Board of Trade has been requested to 
calla mecting of the jobbers and whole-

| SAYS HE WAS ROBBED. 


MR. CUSSEN MISSES MONEY FROM A 
§SAFERTY-DEPOSIT DOX. 


Positive That He Placed Two Sacks 
of Coin Where but One Was 
FounY—Bank Officials Very Skep- 
tical. 


James Cussen, the South Main 
street undertaker has reported to po- 
lice headquarters that his safety de- 
posit box No. 345 in the Southern Cal- 
ifornia Savings Bank, corner of Court 
and. Spring streets, had been robbed of 
$560 in gold coin. The detectives, with 
their customary reticence, gave noth- 
ing out regarding the affair, although 
it was being bruited about the streets 
by bank employes. Mr. Cussen. when 
seen last evening at his home on Lin- 
coln street, said: “On account of the 
war rumors about April 1, I decided to 
draw out of the banks in which I had 
money deposited, $1500 and place it 
where I could lay my hands on it at 
any time I might need it, should war 
be declared. I decided on this for 
the reason that I passed through one 
panic and was unable to draw down 
mcney without ceiving a long »e- 
riod of notice, and I thought that ‘if 
war came perhaps the banks would 
require the same notice. Consequently 
I enraged a deposit box at the South- 
ern California Savings Bank, and on 
April. 5 drew out $1000 from the Los 
Angeles National Bank, and on the 
next day I drew $500 from the Califor- 
nia Bar, and plecing both sums in 
two different sacks, keeping the 
amounts intact, I placed them in the 
box and left. 

I did not visit the safety deposit hox 
again until July 19, when I called. and 
going through the necessary prelimi- 
naries, was handed the inner box sup- 
posed to contaim my money. A glance 
into it, howevér, showed me that only 
one sack was there, and I was dumb- 
founded for a few minutes. Recover- 
ing myself I took out the remaining 
sack and counted its contents, finding 
only $940 in it, and where I knew I had 
placed $1069. The sack in which IT 
placed $500 was cone entirely, making 
my loss $560 in all. 

“T immediately spoke to the lady at- 
tendant, asking whom I should see un- 
der the circumstances, and she re- 
ferred me to the president, Mr. Brely. 
When I came out I feund that Mr. 
Rralv was not in, so I spoke to the 
Cashier. who ina gruff manner re- 
plied, ‘Oh T guess not.’ and turned 
away from me. Just at this moment 
President Braly came in, &o T told him 
that my box had been robbed, but he 
pushed me aside end was even more 
ecruff than was the cashier. Finally 
T wes sent to vourg Mr. Bralv. who is 
a receiving teller there, ard was 
treated in 2 civil and gentiecmanly 
manner. Hie told me that mv com- 
rlaint was one of ‘about seventv- 
five that had heen made to the officials 
sinee the hank had been in fperatior. 
end when traced down had been found 
to he the fault of the depositor he- 
cause the poekages had heen left cut 
of the boxes, and never locked up.

Secretary Frank Wiggins of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce is collecting the fruit 
from generous people who are willing 
to aid the soldier boys. Lemons are 
especially needed, and it is hoped to 
secure a much larger amount of the 
fruit than is yet on hand.

GOLD FOR CUSTOMS. Prior to the 
settling of the financial policy of the 
government, it was a rare thing for 
any gold to be paid into the treasury 
for customs. The constant drain on 
treasury gold was so severe that in 
Cleveland's administration between 
1892 and 1896 large ‘blocks of bonds, had 
to be sold to keep goid in the treas- 
ury. During-the eurrent year this, con- 
Gition has all been changed. At New 
York in June there was paid in gold 
coin $6,340,855; in United States notes, 
$1,659,400: in silver certificates, $1,334,695, 
and in all other forms of money, $29,- 
$70. The May showing was better than 
even this. The steady inctease is shown 
in the following table concerning six 
months cf the current year, preceded 
by the record for all of 1887:

COMMERCIAL. 

BUTTER AND EGGS. Hardly eny- 
where is the effect of the drr season 
so evident in the butter and egg 
market. During the summer season 
we alWays use a great many ecastern 
@gges and a large amount of butter. 
But Southern Califernia this season 
will be compelled to‘draw on the east 
for twice as large supplies of both as 
last season. Usually during the early 
summer months large amounts of but- 
ter and eggs are put in cold storage 
for use later in the season. The eggs 
usually cost rather less than 10 cents a 
dozen vhen they are thus stored, and 
the butter cannot safely cost up to 20 
cents a wound. The reason is that 
Illinois butter and Kansa® eggs can be 
laid down here later on for “such 
prices as would enable the holder to 
underse!! the merchant who held Cali- 
fornia stock brought at higher prices. 
Of course to first cost must be added 
storage, insurance and interest. This 
year eggs never went low enough to 
allow putting many of them in cold 
storage. The same is true of butter. 
The lack of green feed and the high 
cost of other feed had the effect of less- 
ening the output of butter and of in- 
creasing the cest of production. The 
market absorbed all coming forward 
day by day. The high cost of feed 
caused many people to kill off or sell 
their poultry and the lack of green 
feed caused the hens to lay fewer 
eggs than usual. Thus the market took 
all the eggs brought in for immediate 
use. Just now the eastern eges and 
butter are being put. on the market. 
The lay-down cost of gilt-edge cream- 
ery butter in tubs is about 2015 cents 
per pound. This sold to the trade 
at 22 cents Aas a general rule, and the 
consumer pays about 25 cents per 
pound. It is sweet as a nut, and has 
good keeping qualities. The eastern 
people living here prefer it, cut from 
the tub in its own shapely condition to 
our creamery squares wrapped in a 
clean piece of cloth. That is a matter 
of custom. At present it is very difli- 
cult to find any low grade butter. 
There is very little airy being made, 
and creamery is of a nearly uniform 
grade. Eastern butter presents a 
wider range of price and quality. 
Bakers who do a large business as a 
rule import butter direct from the 
East. It is not the very best. but is 
“seconds.” The cost is about 15 to 
lv. cents. A goodd deal of the low 
grade butter is “processed.” j 
“store” butter, old stocks and 
grade quality, including such as has 
suffered some accident, is melted down 
into a common mass. It is then put 
in milk and rechurned. This freshens 


as 


it, but does not restore the “grain,” 
nor the aroma. Some claim that 4 


chemicals are used in the process, but 
Others deny it. 

Eastern eggs are being sold here 
now at 18 cents t@ the trade for strictly 
good stock. They will continue to be 
sold until well into the spring. 

In August last year at one time there 
Was here in cold storage butter to the 
extent of over 400,000 pounds. The 
Stock of eggs at times ran to nearly 
106,000 cases. Eggs and butter con- 
tinue to come in all winter and well 
into the spring. The East will send 
us for this season's use nearly, if not 
quite, 1.000.000 pounds of butier. We 
will get hundreds of thousands of cases 
of eggs. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

A BIG MONTH FOR SNUFF. The 
increase in the tax on manufacturers of 
tobaccos caused a great rush to stock 
up the trade. This was particularly 
noticeable in snuff and May was the 
great month. During that month the 
Fifth New Jersey District produced 
$67,457 pounds, an increase of 529, - 
047 pounds.

It created a 
mere confident tone, and greater ectivity hes 
been shown, though it is a profound kind, 
the public being still out of the market, 
while London has continued inactive. Large 
financial interests seem, however, to be 
much better satisfied with the situation, 
not only as regards the peace outlook, but 
in relations to the crops and to railread 
rates. The conflicting crop accounts from 
the West scem,«.in view of Wall street, not 
to disturb the presumption that the grain 
yield will be very large, and afford a heavy 
exportable balance and heavy tonnage for 
the railroads. Western railroads have also 
shown a disposition to restore rates and stop 
cuttings Some action of this kind was cer- 
tainly rendered necessary by the unfavorable 
statements of June net earnings, which art 
coming out in some instances. Another fact 
in the market is the general belief that con- 
siderable goi@ will come from abroad this 
autumn. The ease of money and the thirst 
for investments is ancther circumstance, and 
it might be noted that the bond market has 
again been very active and decidedly strong. 
The success of the popular government loan 
and the failure of the operation to disturb 
the money market has produced a favorable 
impression both at home and abroad. Large 
dealings in the new threes have been re- 
corded deliverable when issued, the price 
rising from 104 to 104%.

It is only in re- 
sponse to foreitn demands that the grain 
markets and the granger stocks move to- 
gether. and the future needs of fcreign 
ccuntries and the dimensions of foreign 
crops are not yet sufficiently defined to in- 
dicate what the market for ovr surplus 
grains will amount to. The dullness of to- 
day’s stock market was varied only by the 
manipulative movements of the industrial 
specialties, particularly Rubber and Sugar.

PASADENA, July 29.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] This has been the busiest day in 
real estate circles for several months. An 
important transaction announced this even- 
ing is the sale by Daggett & Daggett for 
Mrs. D. W. Glover of the Vista Hermosa 
property at South Pasadena to Dr.° J.

THB FIRE IN THEE MOUNTAINS. 

Public concern over the fire in the moun- 
tains has increased during the day, as the 
volume of smoke grew steadily and drifted 
in a long, dense cloud over the range of 
peaks.

From Wilson's Peak Manager Wilcox re- 
ports tonight that the situation there was 
much more comfortable than it was this 
morning, when the wind blew clouds of 
smoke and cinders into camp and things 
looked dark for a while. A party climbed 
to the top of Wilson's Peak and took a sur- 
vey of the fire. San Gabriel Cafion, Santa 
Anita Cafion, and all the mountain gorges 
were black with smoke that had settled into 
them. Bear Cafion seemed the location of 
the blaze. Although the wind had changed, 
and the smoke was drifting away from Wil- 
son's Peak. Mr. Wilcox thought the fire wae 
increasing rapidly this evening, and he re- 
gards the situation with much anxiety, not 
for any improved property in the mountains, 
but for the forest values and the water sup- 
i. A party intends to set out from Mt. 
‘ilson to help fight the fire in the morn- 

ing. As seen from Pasadena late tonight, 

the glow of the fire was disquieting.

I. to buy lumber to equip their mess tent, 
etc. The local Red Cross treasury now 
shows a balance of $130 on the right side. 
This week's reception made a profit of $47.

Cashot anu her neighbors on North Hudson 
avenue. “I heard ‘em on my roof and at 
my back door, and I saw a man’s hand 
sticking out over the ridge pole,”’ said Mrs.’

AN INTERESTING CAVE. 


Cc. F; Holder has returned from a camping 
trip on the Middle Ranch, where he made an 
‘examination of an interesting cave, discovered 
some days ago by Mr. Bowman, the Avalon 
artist. The cave is between Eagle Camp 
and the sea, half way up the high bluff. It 
resembles from a distance an enormous pile of 
rocks. It is surrounded by a growth of cac- 
tus, and is only noticeable when one is at the 
entrance. The cave is almost filled with 
debris, abalone shelis and black earth, and 
was evidently used for centuries by the early 
natives. On the face of the huge rock were 
several native hieroglyphics in red paint, and 
over the doorway was a large eagie’s nest. 
This is one of the most interesting of the 
rude homes of the men of the stone age ever 
found on Santa Catalina or in California.

SOUTH AMERICAN STEAMSHIP COM- 
PANIPS IN THE FIELD. 


Soon to Start a Line Between Valpa- 
‘raiso and San Francisco—Mexi- 
ean Rurales Capture Fourteen 
Indians Suspected of Harboring 


a Marderer. 


SAN DIEGO, July 29.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The two largest steamship companies 
in South America, the Pacific Steam Naviga- 
tion Company and the South American Steam- 
ship Company, are making moves that are 
of the greatest importance to California. They 
are heading this way, with the intention, 
within two years, of having their steamers 
plying regularly between the Golden Gate 
anc Valparaiso, including all important way 
ports. The Pacific Mail is likely to find, long 
before the Nicaragua Canal’s completion 
would invite competition, a strong competitor 
already intrenched, ready for the canal’s 
business. & 

The two companies, which seem to have 
joined interests north of Panama, have se- 
cured a concession from the Nicaraguan gov- 
ernment whereby a joint line will be estab- 
lished there at once, running along the coast 
as far north as Ocos, Guatemaia, and making 
Corinto and San Juan del Sur the principal 
ports of call. An arrangement is also said 
to have been made with the Panama Railroad 
giving the South American lines the same ad- 
vantages that are enjoyed by the Pacific Mail. 
Negotiations are in progress with Guatemala 
and Mexico looking to the tension of the 
line as far north as the United States line. 
The intention is to reach out for the Amer- 
ican business, having regard for the immense 


impetus to commerce that will be given by 
the canal. 


Augustus T. Henry of Valparaiso has been 
in San Francisco fei past three weeks on 
] 


business connected ith the two steamship 
companies, and while guarded in his utter- 
ances, he has told San Diego men enougn to 
warrant the belief that those powerful com- 
panies will send steamers to this port within 
two years. His business in San Francisco was 
to sound the merchants and secure an esti- 
mate of the amount of business that cou'd 
be counted upon in case the steamers were 
sent at once to San Francisco. This informa- 
tion is not, of course, made public, and it is 
difficult *to learn whether Mr. Henry's errand 
has been satisfactory or not. But that the 
steamers will come north, and that their ap- 
pearance will be hastened by favorable action 
by Congress in the canal matter, Mr. Henry 
has no hesitation in admitting. In fact, his 
words to San Diego men were such as to 
cause them to write to their friends here to 
ee the work of agitating the Nicaragua 
canal. 


FOURTEEN INDIANS CORRALED. 


The posses looking fer the murderers of 
Cristobal Crosthwaite, in Lower California, 
consist in part of mounted rurales under the 
command of the Chief of Police. These men 
being told that one of the murderers was 
Pablo Dominguez, an Indian, followed the 
trail in the general direction of the Indian 
rancheria of La Huerta, south of San Rafael 
Valley, and then struck straight for that 
con The rurales found fourteen able-bodied 
ndians in the rancheria, beside squaws, old 
men, children and dogs. The Indians were 
very surly, and pfotested against a search 
of the camp. The rurales brushed 
them aside and looked into every brush shack 
and under every ramada. 

Some of the Indians were so insolent as to 
attempt to prevent the rurales from looking 
into certain jacales, and the rurales thereupon 
arrested every mother’s son of them. The 
bucks were stood up, under cover of guns, 
and their hands tied behind them. Then, with 
a long lariat, they were all tied together, and 
marched in front of the mounted police toward 
Ensenada. It was no mean gait. either, and 
if the Indians had not been used to long jour- 
neys on foot they would have succumbed. 
They trotted the forty miles to Ensenada in 
short order, and were herded into the jail, 
charged with resisting officers of the 
It is likely that they will be released after a 
short imprisonment. Their appetites are 
enormous and it costs too much to feed them.

Agreement for Settlement of Bear 
Valley Difticulties, 
REDLANDS, July 28, — [Regular Corre- 
spondence,] For months there has been talk 
in Redlands of a proposition for the trans- 
fer of the Bear Valley reservoir and plant 
.from the Savings and Trust Company of 
Cleveland, O., to the water users. Recently 
A. G. Hubbard, who represents the Savings 
and Trust Company of Cleveland, returned 
from a conference with the firm in Ohio with 
a proposition to dispose of the property, and 
a committee was formed, composed of the 
president and secretary of each water com- 
pany using water from the Bear Valley sys- 
tem. This committee and the direetors of 
the several companies and representatives of 
the owners of class A and class B water 
certificates and deeded water have held 
meetings and come to an agreement as to 
what they will do. The following is a synop- 

sis of the proposed agreement: 

First—All the right, title and interest 
which the New Bear Valley Irrigation Com- 
pany, or the Savings and Trust Company of 
Cleveland, O., now have or may heréafter 
acquire, to be conveyed subject to all liens, 
except the liens of the mortgage to the Sav- 
ings and Trust Company of Cleveland, O. 
and receivers; it béing distinctly understood 
that only such liens shall be discharged as 
in the judgment of the new corporation to 
be formed and the Savings and Trust Com- 
pany of Cleveland would be for the best 
interest of the plant. 

Second—Price to be paid for the above 
property is to be $525,000, with interest at 
the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, payable 
semi-annually from ninety days after the 
acceptance of the agreement by the Suv- 
ings and Trust Company of Cleveland, 0O.; 
purchase price to be paid in bonds of the 
ccrporation hereafter to be formed. 

Third—The corporation » hereafter to be 
formed and purchase said property is to be 
a private corporation formed upon the gen- 
eral lines of the Anaheim Union Water Com- 
pany, which, under the ruling of the Su- 
preme Court of the State of California, is 
a mutual corporation, distributing water to 
its own stockholders, and therefore not sub- 
ject to have its rates fixed by the board of 
county supervisors 

Fourth—There shall be an issue of bonds 
by the new corporation to be formed, of 
$700,000, of which $525,000 shall be the pur- 
chase price, and the remaining $175.00 shall 
be used for the erection of a suitable dam 
in theWanta Ana Cafion, the extinguishing 
of such Hens as may be considered expedi- 
ent, and for the general improvement of the 
plant. Bonds to mature as follows: $50,000 to 
mature in the first ten years, at the rate of 
{5000 per year; $650,0%0 to mature in the next 
forty years, in ferty equal annual install- 
ments: or at the option of the Savings and 
Trust Company of Cleveland, O.; said bonds 
to mature as follows: $25,000 to mature in 
the first five years, at the rate of $5000 per 
year; $525,000 to mature in the next nineteen 
years in nineteen equal annual installments; 
the remaining $350,000 to be due and payable 
at the end of the twenty-fifth year. 

Fifth—It is agreed that the litigation now 
pending in the United States Circyit Court 
in the matter of the Savings and Trust Com- 
pany of Cleveland, O., vs. Bear Valley Irri- 
gation Company, et al., shall be pressed to 
a speedy issue and determination before the 
transactions contemplated under this agree- 
ment are fully consummated. 

Sixth—It is agreed that in the event of 
purchase all charges to the consumers then 
unpaid, in excess of the rates which were 
in force at the time of FE. H. Spoor as re- 
ceiver, and by the Board of Supervisors of 
Riverside County (being the. difference be- 
tween said rates and the ratc«s heretofore 
demanded by E. H. Spoor, receiver,) shall be 
canceled and discharged.

Jones. Prayer was offered by Rev. Isaac 
Jewell. Miss F. EB. Freeman read a paper on 
“A General View of the Chautauqua and its 
Work."’ W. W. Lowe read an extract from 
Bishop Vincent's address at a congress of 
librarians. 

Rev. S. C. Kendall read a-brief paper on 
“Rooks and Their Uses."" He urged that 
books be read with reverence and discretion. 
Reverence as thus applied need not exclude 
all humor, but only certain harmful or use- 
less kinds. One should not try to devour 
the contents of too many books. He who 
tries to read too many books will know none 
of them well’ Mr. Kendall pointed out the 
widespread circulation of authors’ ideas 
which has been made possible by the print- 
ing press. 

tev. W. A. Rider gave a prospectus of 
the Chautauqua course of reading for the 
coming’ year. He said it would inelude a 
fairly extensive study of England and her 
history, which at the present etage of in- 
—o affairs would be especially valu- 
able. 

Miss M. A. Stansbury read a paper con- 
taining valuable hints on the formation and 
conduct of Chautfuqua circles. A large 
number of members is not necessary to the 


formation of a circle, she said. The work, 
once inaugurated, shou!d be prosecuted in 
earnest. When a certain evening of the 


week is agreed upon for the meetings, there 
ought to be no deviation, for that would tend 
to result in the members losing interest. Pre- 
liminary plans for the year's rending should 
be set in operation and the necessary books 
shculd be ordered, so that the reading may 
begin the first week in October. The reading 
should not be allowed to fall behind, for the 
value of it would be Impaired tn an after 
effort to catch up. The programmes pre- 
pared for the meeting should afford a& much 
variety as possible, and there ought to be 
no fear of having a little fun occasionally. 

President A. L. Hamilton, speaking in be- 
half of the assembly, presented to Miss 
Harriet Aiken a diploma marking her com- 
pletion of the special four-year normal 
course of the Chautauqua. she having pfe- 
viously completed the regulfr course and 
other special courses.

LITERARY CRITICISM. 


The exercises this afternoon were opened 
with a vocal solo by A. H. Cogswell, foi- 
lowed by one by Miss Jennie L. Martin. Mrs. 
J. M. Jones rendered a harp solo. 

Miss Grace Dennen delivered a lecture on 
“The science of Literary Criticism.’’ ‘In 
this age of rapid book-making, when the 
presses are turning cut from twenty to 
thirty books per month,."’ she said; “it is 
important that we should have some stand- 
ard whereby we may judge of their relative 
value. It is very difficult to get from the 
magazine reviews just and fair eriticisme of 
bocks. In proof of this assertion I need 
only call your attention to the widely con- 
tradictory criticisms of a given work that 
may be found in different magazines. 

“In the criticism of a book there are three 
main points to be considered. They are the 
style, the pldét and the characters. The «tyle 
of a book or the way in which it is written, 
may be subdivided into three classes—the 
artistic, the clever and the dramatic. An 
artistic etyle is that which would give one a 
series of pictures, such, for inetance, as 
moonlight effects and pastoral or urban 
scenes. Then there is the clever style, 
which may be defined as the way a 
sophisticated man would write. He tooks 
beneath the outward appeafance and ex- 
ploits what is within. As an illustration, an 
artistic writer in describing an afterncon 
reception would tell of the beautiful deco- 
rations, the swaying mass of people, the ex- 
quisite toilettes and other things of that 
sort. The clever writer, on the other hand, 
would perhaps speak of the hostess, out- 
wardly calm and smiling, but perturbed 
within because of wondering if that new but- 
ler will think of it to have the dishes and 
napkins removed at the proper time, puzzling 
her mind as to whether the caterer will 
bring the ice cream at the right hour, and 
worrying over that scream that she heard 
a moment ago coming from the rear of the 
house. where she thinks her little Johnny 
has fallen downstairs. Then again, there is 
the dramatic style. which involves a study 
of the emotions, of human joy and of hu- 
man sorrow. 

“The plots ef books may be divided Into 
three classes, the realistic, the improbable 
and the supernatural. The realistic writer 
believes it is his duty to describe things 
just as they are. If he be teiling of the 
«slums he thinks he has falle@ itn his duty 
unices he has brought into the tale all the 
filth an@ vice and all the other detaiis with 
which these places are made up. Of course 
the realistic writer is fair in his treatment 
of the better things in life. and we may only 
wish that this kind of writine may fal! into 
the right bands and accomplish just what it 
ia meant to do. Then there is the realm of 
the improbable, in which the author wereates 
his own world, and its people. In this realm 
the writer may escane the charge that lhe 
has not painted the land and the people as 
they are, which might be piaced against 
him if he attempted to lay the scenes in any 


geographical locality. But even in writing 
of the itmrrobable the author must to a 
large extent make his story seem as iif it | 


did happen. cr the tale will be pretty sure 
to lose its interest. 

“The characters of a story must be mace 
according to the idea the author his con- 
ceived in his mind, ard having once created 
them, he murt make them consistent’. 
guick-tempered character must be made 
show his temper under due  provocat on, 
wherever he appears, unless some sufficien’ 
reason is made clear to the reader why fe 
should not lose his temper in such a situa- 
tion. It is because of his characters that 
Dickens lives, and itis becausecf bis style 
that Thackeray lives.

BANKRUPTCY FORMS. 


Complications Caused by the Su- 
preme Court Adjournment. 
Local judges must supply the rules 
and forms which they see fit for the 
administration of the new United States 
bankruptcy lajw until the Supreme 
Court of the country convenes again in 
October. James,yH. McKenney, clerk 
of the Supreme Court, has notified the 
clerks of the United States courts here 


that it will he impossible to carry 
out until fall the provisions of sec- 
tion 30 of the new law, which pro- 


Vides that “all necessary rules, forms 
and orders as to procedure and for car- 
rying thise act into effect, shall be 
prescribed and may be amended from 
time to time by the Supreme Court of 


the United States.”” The court had 
already adjourned when a bill was 
passed, 

This new Federal law, prescribing 


a uniform system of bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings for the entire country, super- 
sedes and nullifies all State laws in 
regard to bankruptcy proceedings, ex- 
cept in the case of suits already in 
the courts. The entire work of bank- 
ruptey cases is transferred from the 
Superior to the Federal courts.
